Workers of the Pacific Smelt- 
Ing Co., 22219 S. Western wve., 
rejected the bid of Anthony 
Doria, accused by the McClellan 
committee of "Juggling" union 
funds while he was an official 
of the AFL-C1O Allied Indus­ 
trial Workers, to form a local in 
the zinc smelting plant.

Ouster) Official
Doria, according to the Na­ 

tional Labor Relations Board, 
was ousted from the AFL-CK) 
union, and is now attempting to 
reestablish himself in the labor- 
field with the National Federa­ 
tion of Craft and Induntrial 
Workers.

"I guens we were the guinea 
pigs in the Ixw Angeles area," 
one Pacific Smelting official 
commented.

Employes at, the local plant 
rejected the Doria union by a 
vote of 65 to 19. A total of 85 
ballots were cast by the 01 eli­ 
gible employes, NLRB officials 
said.

has no members and officers, no 
financial assets and no consult­ 
ants and advisers.
